Wnshing to n Merry•(>o -Ro nnd 
LBJ Wa nts to Av o id FDR Pitfa ll

WASHINGTON — Ly nd on Johnson, who 
sat at the feet of a great p resid ential tac­ 
tician — Frank lin D. Roosev elt — d u ring 
FDR’s last eight y ears in the White Hou se, 
has been refreshing his memory of history . 
The history that interests Johnson is how 
Roosev elt, re-elected by a land slid e v ote in 
19 36 , slip p ed so bad ly p olitically in 19 38 that 
he lost 88 congressional seats to the Rep u b­ 
licans. Johnson d oesn’t want that to hap p en 
to him. 
Yet in one resp ect he find s himself in 
somewhat the same p osition as Roosev elt. 
After carry ing ev ery state ex cep t Maine 
and Vermont in 19 36 , Roosev elt had the p op ­ 
u lar su p p ort, bu t fou nd that the Su p reme 
Cou rt had the p ower. It cou ld and d id v eto 
his essential legislation. 
Tod ay , with the biggest electoral m argin 
in history , Johnson has the p op u lar su p p ort, 
bu t the chairm en of congressional com m it­ 
tees — lik e the Su p reme Cou rt in 19 36 - 
hav e the p ower ov er legislation. 
At the last congressional session, LBJ, 
by d int of arm-twisting, cajoling, job-p rom­ 
ising. and a record amou nt of telep honing, 
m anaged to p ass m ost of his legislation. 
Bu t at tim es it almost ex hau sed him. No 
other p resid ent cou ld hav e d one it. Certainly 
Kenned y had not been able to d o it. And 
no p resid ent shou ld be req u ired to tak e so 
mu ch tim e from the v ital d u ties of cond u ct­ 
ing foreign and ex ecu tiv e affairs to be com­ 
bined wet-nu rse, baby -sitter, and chap erone 
for Congress. 
Antiqua ted Senitoritv 
Therefore Johnson faces the q u estion of 
whether to d o what FDR d id with the Su ­ 
p rem e Cou rt and force a showd own ov er 
the antiq u ated seniority sy stem whereby one 
congressional com m ittee chairm an can k eep 
legislation from coming u p for a v ote by 
all 435 m em bers of the Hou se; and some­ 
tim es — thou gh less easily — d o the sam e 
thing in the Senate. 
What the Presid ent well rem em bers, is 
how his m entor, Frank lin Roosev elt, took a 
p olitical beating with his so-called “ cou rt- 
p ack ing” bill and lost the battle. Howev er, 
he d id not lose the war. The Su p reme Cou rt, 
as a d irect resu lt of that battle, has been 
a “ Roosev elt Cou rt” ev er since. It has been 
the most imp ortant bod y of gov ernment to 
follow FD R ’s Dhilosop hy long after his d cat 
Johnson, who cam e to Washington when 
the Su p reme Cou rt fight was still bitterly 
rev erberating, rem em bers all this. 
How­ 
ev er, he is inclined to be m ore cau tiou s 
than FDR, esp ecially when it comes to 
tangling with one of the sacred cows of 
Congress — Seniority . After all, Johnson 
benefited from seniority himself and work ­ 
ed with 
m any Sou thern 
chairm en 
who 
sw ear by it. 
^ Fu rtherm ore he can argu e, ju st as Roose­ 


v elt cou ld hav e argu ed , that u nd er ou r sy s­ 
tem of check s and balances, this is some­ 
thing ov er which the ex ecu tiv e branch of 
gov ernment has no ju risd iction. He has a 
good ex cu se for d u ck ing a showd own. 
Help ing Fu tu re Presid ents 
Being a realist, howev er, he also k nows 
that a few talk s with the right congressional 
lead ers cou ld start the Democratic cau cu ses 
on the road to changing the antiq u ated sen­ 
iority sy stem for y ears to come. He cou ld 
d o this not only for himself, bu t b r other 
p resid ents to come. All it tak es is a one- 
v ote m ajority in the Democratic cau cu s of 
both the Hou se and Senate to change the 
sy stem. And this shou ld not be d ifficu lt lor 
a man with Ly nd on’s influ ence, p ersu asion 
and v ote-getting p restige. 
So the q u estion is: Does Ly nd on want to 
m ak e history ? Or d oes he want to p lay for 
the short 
range 
stak es of 
p assing 
his 
p resent p rogram ? 
The answer is that, in general, Johnson 
wants to p lay for history . Bu t he also wants 
to av oid the su d d en d ip in p op u larity and 
the loss of 88 Hou se seats 
which 
FDR 
su ffered in 19 38. 
This brings u p another chap ter in FDR’s 
record which Johnson 
k nows abou t, bu t 
which other p oliticians hav e forgotten. 
The chief reason for Roosev elt’s p olitical 
slu mp so soon after his 19 36 land slid e was 
not the cou rt-p ack ing bill, bu t a d ep ression, 
and FDR was largely resp onsible for ap p ly ­ 
ing the economic brak es which cau sed the 
d ep ression. 
The d ep ression was not d u e to Roosev elt’s 
“ arrogance,” as charged in the Su p reme 
Cou rt battle, bu t d u e to his cau tion. He had 
scored the 19 36 land slid e in p art becau se a 
sold iers’ bonu s of $1.7 billion had p u mp ed 
new p u rchasing p ower into the economy . 
With this sp u r, ind u strial bu y ers had started 
lay ing u p stock p iles and bu siness was head ­ 
ing for inflation. Bu t Roosev elt p u lled the 
p lu g on this inflation. Consu mer p u rchasing 
was contracted by arou nd $4 billion, and 
with 10 or 11 million p eop le u nemp loy ed in 
the su m m er of 19 37, Secretary of the T reas­ 
u ry Morgenthau , on Nov . 10, p u blicly called 
for a balanced bu d get. 
This tightened the economy fu rther, and 
led to the d ep ression of 19 38 which was 
what really cau sed the Roosev elt set-back 
in the elections of that y ear. 
Johnson, who liv ed throu gh this p eriod , 
has alread y called for the red u ction of some 
ex cise tax es, which he k nows will sp u r the 
economy d u ring the first two y ears of his 
new ad ministration. 
So there is no real reason why he can’t 
p roceed with the most im p ortant reform 
need ed in Congress — break ing the strangle 
hold which eld erly chairm en hav e ov er k ey 
committees.

Howev er, one of the basic ten­ 
ets of teaching is mov ing from 
the concrete to the abstract. 
Child ren in the p rim ary grad es, 
p articu larly , need m any con­ 
crete ex am p les and m otiv ators 
to acq u ire need ed sk ills. They 
rarely 
u nd erstand 
abstract 
p rincip les; this comes later as 
they m atu re. 
To y ou r son. a jelly bean m ay 
rep resent concretely the p rinci­ 
p les y ou are try ing to teach 
him. if it acts as an incentiv e to 
m ak e him work hard er, be glad 
his teacher k eep s a su p p ly on 
hand ! 
There’s a lot of showmanship 
in teaching. Good teachers of­ 
ten m ak e u se of “ corn” to p u t a 
p oint across. 
DID YOU KNOW that statis­ 
tics comp iled by Kent State Uni­ 
v ersity in Ohio show that only 
5 p er cent of the stu d ents who 
enter there with less than a C 
high school av erage will ev er 
grad u ate? Parents shou ld think 
twice before enrolling their chil­ 
d ren in college with the false 
hop e that some m agical p rocess 
will change them from D stu ­ 
d ents to Phi Beta Kap p as.

and there are notable ex cep ­ 
tions — that’s the way more and 
more Americans, lik e p eop le all 
ov er the world , are v iewing the 
d eath p enalty . 
Last 
March, 
the 
Kentu ck y 
Hou se v oted to abolish cap ital 
p u nishment. Althou gh the bill 
d ied in the Senate, that’s the 
first time the p erennial m easu re 
had trav eled that far. 
E arly this month, v oters in 
Oregon ap p rov ed a law to tak e 
the d eath p enalty for m u rd er 
ou t of the state constitu tion. 
When Gov . M ark Hatfield p ro­ 
claim s the v ote — he immed i­ 
ately commu ted to life the d eath 
sentences of three cond emned 
slay ers — the d eath p enalty will 
be d ead in Oregon. 
The 21 ex ecu ted by civ il au ­ 
thorities in the United States 
last y ear were, accord ing to 
Fed eral 
Bu reau 
of 
Prison 
record s, the sm allest nu mber 
ex ecu ted in any y ear in the na­ 
tion’s history . From 19 30, the 
earliest for which d etailed sta­ 
tistics are av ailable, u ntil 19 49 , 
at least 100 were so d isp atched 
each y ear. 
Eq u ally to the p oint is that 
cap ital p u nishment is as good as 
d ead in m any states where it 
rem ains on the book s. Only 12 
states record ed ex ecu tions in 
19 6 3. Sev en states hav en't con­ 
d u cted 
an 
ex ecu tion 
in 
a 
d ecad e. 
A y ear ago. Gov . Ed mu nd G. 
Brown of California, an im p lac­ 
able foe of cap ital p u nishment, 
p ointed to lOMs months withou t a 
legal ex ecu tion in his state and 
d eclared : “ It really means that 
cap ital 
p u nishment 
has 
been 
rep ealed by the cou rts. 
At the moment, 42 states, the 
D istrict of Colu mbia and the 
fed eral gov ernment imp ose cap ­ 
ital p u nishment. It is illegal in 
six states — Michigan, Wiscon­ 
sin. Mair.e. Minnesota, Alask a 
and Hawaii — and . for all p rac­ 
tical p u rp oses, in Rhod e Island 
and North Dak ota. 
On the world scene, since 1859 
cap ital 
p u nishment 
has 
been 
abolished (ex cep t, as a general 
ru le, in wartime or u nd er m ar­ 
tial law) in Au stria. Colombia, 
Latv ia. Lu x embou rg, the Neth­ 
erland s. Panam a, Portu gal. Ro­ 
m ania, San Marino, the Domin­ 
ican Rep u blic, Swed en, Argenti­ 
na, Brazil, Costa Rica. Ecu ad or, 
Hond u ras, Norway , Peru , Uru ­ 
gu ay and Venezu ela. 
Perhap s the most p rominent 
v oice raised against abolition of 
the d eath p enalty is that of J. 
E d gar 
Hoov er, 
sir.ce 
19 24 
d irector of the FBI 
In Ju ne 19 6 0, writing in the 
FBI law enforcement bu lletin, 
the nation’s most famou s crim e 
fighter said : “ It is my op inion 
that when no shad ow of a d ou bt 
rem ains relativ e to the gu ilt of a 
d efend ant, the p u blic interest 
d emand s cap ital p u nishment be 
inv ok ed where the law so p ro­ 
v id es.” 
And . he went on, “ the p rofes­ 
sional law enforcement officer 
is conv inced from ex p erience 
that the hard ened criminal has 
been and is d eterred from k ill­ 
ing based on the p rosp ect of the 
d eath p enalty .” 
Still, the p end u lu m is swing­ 
ing the other way . 


Go v erno r-Elect Hea rnes 
Alrea dy A Busy Ma n 
The lines in the face of Gov ­ 
ernor-elect W arren E. Hearnes 
cu rrently are ap p roaching the 
p oint of 
tired ness often 
seen 
d u ring 
the 
hectic b a t t l e s 
Hearnes waged in both the p ri­ 
m ary and general elections to 
achiev e what has been a life­ 
long ambition. 
Bu t, as Hearnes noted in a 
brief interv iew sand wiched in 
between hord es of office callers, 
there’s a real d ifference. 
This 
tim e he d oesn’t hav e the worry 
of the ou tcome hanging ov er his 
head . 
Althou gh a brief resp ite in 
Florid a was d esigned to restore 
some of the fire to M issou ri’s 
41-y ear-old in-coming chief ex ­ 
ecu tiv e any benefit d eriv ed from 
the v acation ap p ears to hav e 
been short liv ed . 
Literally hu nd red s of p ersons 
are v y ing for the tim e and at­ 
tention of the new 
gov ernor. 
And , ironically , many of these 
were acu tely 
op p osed 
to 
his 
nomination bu t for thick -sk inned 
p oliticians it’s p retty easy to let 
by -gones be by -gones. 
Hearnes not only is grossly in­ 
v olv ed with the v ast p atronage 
arrangem ents he m u st giv e first 
consid eration to, bu t m any legis­ 
lativ e lead ers are activ ely p u r­ 
su ing p et legislation with the 
hop e it will get the back ing of 
the incoming Hearnes Ad minis­ 
tration in Janu ary . 
Not only m u st H earnes con­ 
tinu e his close scru tiny of fi­ 
nancial m atters, bu t he will be 
faced with a host of p roblems 
he has p rev iou sly p ointed ou t 
as need ing attention. 
Forem ost on his mind at this 
time ap p ears to be the p roblem 
of reap p ortionm ent which 
he 
feels is the p rim ary head ache 
confronting ru ral Missou rians. 
Too, there are the continu ing 
p roblems in the field of ed u ca­ 
tion. With regard to the state’s 
teachers, Hearnes stated em ­ 
p hatically that he feels more 
money will be av ailable for the 
fou nd ation p rogram . 
“ With natu ral growth, 
there 
ju st has 
to 
be 
more money 
av ailable for the fou nd ation p ro­ 
gram ,” Hearnes commented . 
Fu rther along the lines of ed u ­ 


cation, the newly elected gov er­ 
nor has ind icated he will giv e 
fav orable attention to the p ro­ 
p osal for a statewid e ed u cation­ 
al telev ision sy stem. 
The latter will cost a great 
d eal of money and this was a 
ru b in the 19 6 3 session of the 
General Assembly . 
There has been q u ite a fu ss 
ov er alleged ineq u ities in the 
p resent brack eting sy stem in 
the state sales tax . Litigation 
cu rrently rests in the cou rts, 
bu t Hearnes is k eep ing abreast 
of d ev elop ments: 
“ I think it is wrong to req u ire 
m erchants to p ay tax es on sales 
u nd er 25 cents. We will hav e to 
seek a change of some sort. The 
brack et p robably will hav e to 
be lowered becau se it is u nfair 
as it now stand s.” 
Other areas in which the gov - 
renor is giv ing thou ght and con­ 
sid eration inclu d e the continu ing 
carnage 
on 
state 
highway s. 
Here, Hearnes feels a new law 
cu rbing d ru nk en d riv ing is u r­ 
gently need ed : and local w ater 
resou rces is another area of con­ 
cern, along with fu rthering the 
economic d ev elop ment of Mis­ 
sou ri as a whole. 
Althou gh most of the p ro­ 
gram s being p rop osed inv olv e a 
great d eal of money , Hearnes 
rem ains ad am ant in say ing that 
he will not seek a tax hik e.
